Finally, British insurance companies will 
be boycotted, and all existing policies 
must be renewed elsewhere. Special com- 
mittees are being formed in Cairo for the 
rigid enforcement of this decree. Some of 
its authors have been arrested and five 
newspapers have been suppressed for 
having published it. The movement, so 
far, is confined to a small coterie of fana- 
tical agitators, but there is little doubt 
th:t it will spread. The Government has 
made some sorry blunders in its dealings 
with Egypt..

Synthetic Gold. 


Professor Irving Fisher, of Yale Uni- 
versity, recently startled the wotld with a 
strange story of a German inventor who 
could obtain gold at a trifling cost out 
of one of the baser metals. It was 
the old story of the philosopher's stone, 
with the convincing setting and local 
colour of modern science. Professor Fisher 
thought it worth his while to pay a visit 
to Germany. He met the soi-disant 
inventor, who undertook to demonstrate 
the success of his process, and said 
that he had offered the result of one of his 
experiments for testing purposes to the 
Reichsbank. The president of the bank 
corroborated ‘his story, asserting that the 
inventor's gold was 99.9 per cent. pure. 
There was no way of ascertaining, how- 
ever, that it had been synthesised from 
baser metals.. Before the professor had 
time to commit further indiscretions he 
met a distinguished German man of 
science. The latter mentioned that the 
“inventor’’ had a prison record behind 
him, . and was a plausible, but un- 
scrupulous, fraud. The enthusiasm of 
Professor Fisher quickly waned, and he 
is now of the opinion that his informant 
in the first instance was misled. 


The Vatican’s Economy. 


The election of the new Pope will be a 
very costly ceremony. The last Conclave 
cost 800,000 lire, and it is estimated that, 
ifthe old rules ure observed, next month's 
Conclave will cost 2,000,000 lire, or, at 
the current rate of exchange,- about 
£20.000.. The Marchese Sacchetti, however, 
who is Grand Comptroller of the Pontifical 
Palace, has proposed certain modifications 
in the rules for the sake of: economy. 
Formerly the Cardinals had their meals 
apart, but on this occasion all will eat 
together—a change which will allow the 
number of cooks and waiters to be 
diminished considerably. Furthermore, 
they wil] not be “walled off’’ from one 
another as on previous occasions. Then 
every cardinal d three cells for the 
accommodation of himself and his personal 
retinue, and a wall on either side sepa- 
rated ‘him from his neighbours... Now no 
walls will be built, apd the Cardinals will 
be kept apart by means of locked and 
bolted doors. In this way labour costs, 
which in Rome, as in Dublin, are extremely 
high, will be reduced. One wali, however, 
must be built. The Cardinals’ portion of 
the Vatican must be isolated from the 
office of the Secretary of State, which re- 
mains open during the Conclave; and a 
formidable wall is being erected for this 
purpose across the courtyard of San 
Damaso.

DEPARTMENTAL COMMITTEE'S

SHAKESPEARE AND MEDICINE. 


- 


“ Shakespeare's Knowledge of Medicine” was 
the title of a lecture given by Dr. W. H. Mason 
before the British Empire Shakespeare Society 
(Dublin Branch) at the Molesworth Hall last 
evening. 

Dr. Mason introduced his lecture with a 
reference to the Royal College of Physicians, 
London. It was, he said, established in 1518, 
and was spoken of in Shakespeare as '“ The 
Cosgregates College.” At first ib was merely a 
qualifying body, but at the beginning of the 
year 1581, through the instrumentality of Lord 
Lumley, it estab.ished lectures. The physicians 
in those days were most distinguished men, and 
they included William Harvey, who discovered 
the circulation of the blood. 

Shakespeare appeared to have some know- 
ledge of this fact, as in “Julius Cesar * he 
referred to “ the ruddy drops of my sad heart.” 
Mention was also made of diseases of the 
arteriés, and the dramatist appeared to have 
adopied the error of that period about the 
filling up of the veins with nourishment and 
feeding.

With regard to insanitv, there was evidence 
of the subject in ‘ Lear” and ~ Hamlet.” In 
“Lear” insanity was treated by the physician 
in a remarkable way by narcotics and rest. 

Fevers were also spoken of and iNustrated— 
both intermittent and continuous—in the plays 
of Shakespeore, and also bubonic plague. 
Diseases of the blood were referred to by 
Falstaff, and cataract of the eyes also found a 
place in the plays. The drugs which were 
named in Shakespeare plays were senna, 
rhubarb, and coloeynth, and varecotica wero 
referred to in “ Romeo and Juliet.”

Admiralty, with Mr. Churchill's support, 
i. resisting certain reductions which, in its 
opinion, might dangerously diminish our 
margin of safety, it does not follow that 
its resistance ~ 1il be successful. 

The Correspondent adds that the report 
will be published in its entirety, possibly 
this week, but certainly not. later than 
next week. That, if correct, is all to the 
good ; but, in the opinion of many people, 
something more is requtred. Their view 
is that so much depends upon re-establish- 
ing the confidence of traders’ that the 
report, when published, ought - to be 
accompanied by a definite statement that 
such and such of its recommendations have 
been accepted and will be immediately 
carried out. 

ft is quite true that this proposal con- 
flicts with the time-honoured procedure 
by which the secrets of national finance 
are preserved unti] Budget night. But, 
happily, the Prime Minister 1s no stickler 
for precedence in face of a national 
emergency. If he thinks ees it would be 
for the benefit of the country to know a! 
the earliest moment what are the pros- 
pects as regards not only expenditure, 
but taxation, in the next financial year, 
he will, I have no doubt, induce the Chan 
cellor of the Exchequer to forego his usual 
mystery-making and make his disclosure 
at the earliest possible moment.

They certainly were 
very interesting speeches, but their sole object 
was to excite partisanship on worn-out party 
limes, by means of fault-finding against the 
Government, which had been dealing with, and 
was still confronted with, world events of pro- 
digious and unprecedented complexity. 

The five years which had elapsed since the 
Prime Minister assumed his high office had been 
& period of stupendous and uvexampied 
difficuity. Having reviewed the principal events 
of tnat time down to the unrest in India and in 
Egypt, through which, he said, we were making 
our way by reason, patience, and firmness, Mr. 
Churchill said that we could truthfully say that 
we had come through the perils, and were 
emerging from them better and with greater 
strength than any nation in the world.

What did they think of men who had stood 
with their hands in their pockets while all this 
had been going on—jeering, sneering, carping, 
and cavilling at those who had been doing 
work ; lolling at ease in comfortable retirement, 
or doing their best to put a feeble spoke in the 
wheels of State?

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BIG FIRE IN DUBLIN. 


SMART WORK BY BR‘IGADE. 


4 serious ‘outbreak of fire occurred lat even- 
ing on the premises of Messrs, M. O’Mallev and 
(o., wholesale woollen and trimmings merchar's, 
Lower Bridge street, Dublin.

LETTERS BY ROAD. 
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ALL CONNECTIONS MISSED, 


The Post Office made its own arrangements 
for the carriage of mails, the bags being taken 
to the Chief Sorting Office in Dublin on lorries 
which had been sent down in the morning. 

Residents below Dalkey or Dundrum were 
sorely hit. They arrived at the closed railway 
stations, and had no means of proceeding save 
afoot or by some expensive vehicle. 

There was a great crush on the tramcar¢ 
from Dalkey and Kingstown. Sometimes they 
filled so quickly that many travelled down a 
mile or so towards the terminus in order to 
make sure of not-having to wait too long for a 
seat on an upgoing car. Extra tramcars were 
run from Kingstown and Dublin, which soon 
eased the pressure and facilitated the public. 

_ The -dislocation of ‘the postal systems had 
immediate and wide-reaching effects. Mail 
train connections at Kingsbridge, at Amiens 
street, and at the Broadstone Terminus were 
missed, and later trains had to be used. 
In the city and in the townships 
the early morning delivery did not include the 
English mail. In some of the townships corre- 
spondence from the city nosted over-night was 
not distributed until the midday delivery. 

_ In the evening all communication with the 
incoming and outgoing mail boats had to be 
made by road, but with the experience of the 
morning, everybody was prepared to meet the 
emergency. The construction and repair sho 
at Grand Canal street are not affected by the 
strike. The employes in these shops were work- 
ing as usual yesterday. :

CLERKS’ POSITION.

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ALLEGED VICTIMISATION. 


Yesterday Mr. T. J. O'Farrell issued a state 
ment on behalf of the Railway Clerks’ Associa- 
tion, in the course of which he denies that 
the strike took place before any intimation was 
given to the Irish Ministry of Labour. A full 
statement was placed before the Ministry on 
January 18, another letter was written two 
days later, and strike action was postponed 
from January 21 to January 23. Every effort 
was made by the Ministry of Labour to induce 
the company to postpone the operation of tbe 
punishment. 

The letter proceeds:—‘ The management 
would not believe that the men were serious. 
and so proceeded with the victimisation. It 
is not a mere matter of the transfer of a man. 
It is a proposal to reduce his salary by £50 per 
annum, to damage his pension prospects pro- 
portionately, and to destroy all future rospects 
of promotion in the railway service. It is also 
proposed that the man who succeeds him and 
Gre clerks under him shall have to work at 

ast 10 hours per day, irrespective of any de- 
cision arrived at through the national negotia- 
tions. It is a direct violation of the r ay 
truce by the company 

“The Railway Clerks’ Association emphatically 
repudiates the insinuation that ils members 
have been looking for an opportunity to strike. 
On the contrary, they have allowed their 
members to be bullied and humiliated on 
numerous occasions rather than precipitate 
trouble. The present incident is merely the 
culmination of a series of incidents on this par- 
ticular railway during the past six months. all 
of which tend to goad the staff to desperation. 
No such tactics are employed on any other 
railway in Ireland. 

“The Railway Clerks’ Association also desires 
to protest against the attitude of the Press 
in refusing to give fair publication to its state- 
ments, while at the same time publishing mis- 
leading and condemnatory articles on its action. 
Railwaymen are very prgely responsible for the 
efficient circulation of the newspapers, and it 
is only reasonable to request that this particu- 
lar item of traffic shall not be used ag propa- 
ganda sheets for their opponents irrespective 
of the merits of the dispute.”

SNOW... 
MOUNTAINOUS SEA & 
FLOODED LAND. 


Severe winter weather was reported from 
all over Ireland and from the Irish Sea 
yesterday.

Snow fell beavily in Wicklow, TuJlamore; 
Nenagh, and Roscommon districts yesterday. " 

Floods along the Lower Shannon are attaining 
disastrous dimensions, particularly in North 
King’s County. At Shannon Harbour, where 
the canal runs into the river, canal boats 
drawing four feet of water can wander for half 
a mile from tho river's original banks. 

Thousands of acres are under water in the 
Banagher (King’s County) and Shannon Bridge 
districts. Farmers are being put to considerable 
expense by the need for imfeeding catile. 

Spring sowing moot are bad, as the water

they will produce grass.

GOVERNMENT'S TASK. 


EXAMPLE TO NORTH 
AND SOUTH.

The Right Hon. Andrew Jameson re- 
viewed the conditions in Ireland yesterday 
at the annual meeting. of the Dublin 
Chamber of Commerce. 

He said that the two vital questions of 
the moment. were the settlement of labour 
disputes and the establishment of a stable 
Government, Peace in the Labour world 
was essential to the country’s welfare. 
Without a general reduction in wages 
Irish manufacturers could not 
British competition, and the unemploy- 
ment problem could not be solved. 
Workers must not think that lower 
wages meant increased profits for em- 
ployers. The money must be used in 
cheapening the cost of production and 
the services rendered to the public. The 
employer who would put the money in 
his pocket wotild be false to his trust. 
The present was not the time for Labour 
to strike. All disputes must be settled 
amicably by arbitration. 

The country needed a stable Govern- 
ment—a brave Government, that would 
be guided by common-sense. He believed 
that éhe Irish Free State would be pros- 
perous and contented. It was virtually 
the only country on earth that had a small 
national debt—a debt which did not in- 
volve crushing taxation. 

The leaders of the South and the North 
had set a great example recently, and he 
looked forward to the time when Lrishmen 
would sink their differences and work 
together for the common good.

CHAIRMAN’S REVIEW.

POST OFFICE REFORMS. 


Mr. Jameson, who proposed the adoption of 
the annual report, said that they had been 
trying to get some remedies in the postal 
arrangements; they had been trying to accele- 
rate the mails between this country and Great 
Britain, aud they had aiso been trying to get 
some acceleration of ibe American mails. Until 
the very end ofthe year they had not had 
much chance of doing good, but they then gou 
the embargo on the mails stopping at Queens- 
town taken off. 

Mr. John Good and he happened to be in 
London, and they were met very nicely by 
Colonel Vince, of the Post Office; and, whether 
through their efforts or not, they found that 
this embargo was taken off. Mr. Good also put 
before the Post Office the whole details of the 
mail service between Great Britain and Ireland, 
end Colonel Vince took a very careful note of 
them; and he had no doubt that when the new 
arrangements were being completed for the Insh 
Post Office, if the business men in the Chamber 
of Commerce exerted themselves, they woukl 
jn a very short time get a great imprevement 
in the mail service. 

He supposed that many members had been 
trying to check their telephone accounts, and 
find out how they stood as compared with the 
old system of charges. In the business with 
which he was connected they had made a care- 
ful list of all calls, and checked them, and 
made certain that they were correct, as they 
thought that the account furnished was very 
considerably in excess of what they thought it 
should be. They had tried to get the Post 
Office to institute a check for a week, and a 
very peculiar thing happened. They found that, 
having taken the check, the Post Office had 
less charges down than his firm admitted. 
(Laughter.) He did not know the reason of 
that, but it plainly showed that there was 
inaccuracy somewhere, and it was extremely im- 
portant thai they should be satisfied as to the 
accuracy of the people who made the charge. 

He only mentioned the matter because it was 

incumbent on them to watch the telephone 
charges and see that they were correct. Of 
course, in all these matters they could not do 
much in Ireland at present; there was a new 
head of the Irish Post Office, and it must take 
time for him to get into bis seat and to geé 
control of things. With that new control they 
should be able to get things put into better 
shape; but the matter was one on which if 
would be extremely useful for the Chamber of 
Commerce to watch. 
+ They had also done something about the 
bringing in of Canadian cattle, but the decision 
of the Parliamentary Committee had, unfor- 
tunately, gone against them. However, the 
price of Irish cattle had fallen so low thai he 
did not sec how the Canadians were going to 
get money out of it, and they would probably 
keep out Canadian cattle.

Mr. Wilson was formerly a captain in the 


‘Cheshire Regiment, and had latterly served as 


a clerk in the office of the Ministry of Pensions. 


He seemed to be in good health and spirits on | 


Monday evening when he returned to his resi- 
dence from the city at 8.30 o'clock. About three 
hours later he Wks found dead in his bedroom 
with a bullet wound in his head. 

Mrs. Charlotte Wilson, the widow, stated that 


‘at about 10.45 her husband retired to his, bed- 


room, where she saw him about ten minutes 
later, He was then sitting on the side of the 
bed writing, and his revolver was beside him 
In an attaché case. She took up the revolver, 
and he caught hold of her and said. “ Give it to 
me; it is not loaded.” She handed him the 
revolver, and he put it to his head, fired, and 
fell dead. 

When she took up the revolver the magazine 
was missing, and hé was oí the opinion that 
Mr. Wilson was not aware that the weapon 
was loaded. 

M: William Small, father of Mrs. Wilson, 
said that when he ‘heard the report of the 
revolver he went to the bedroom and founé 
Mr. Wilson lying on the floor’ with + revolver 
lying beside him. The magazine of the revolver 
was missing. and the bullet, in his opinion, 
might have been in the revolver for months or 
for years. ‘ 

Dr. Lawlor said death resulied from shock 
and hemorrhage caused by laceration of the 
brain. He could not say whether the occurrence 
may not have been accidental. 

© jury found a verdict in accordance with 
the doctor's evidence, adding their belief that 
the occurrence was accidental.

OUTCRY IN GREAT BRITAIN.
